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Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. The Information Disclosure Statement (IDS) filed on 06/23/201 0 was filed after 
the mailing date of the Notice of Allowance on 03/23/2010. The submission is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1.97. Accordingly, the information disclosure 
statement is being considered by the examiner. Please see the attached copy of Form 
PTO/SB/08a. 

Claims 10, 24 and 30 were amended to recite the reducing sugar content of 
between 2 and 5% and a number-average molecular mass Mn of between 2000 and 
3000g/mol. These limitations are supported in the Specification on Page 12, lines 4-5. 

The references from the Information Disclosure Statement were considered but 
are not deemed to be pertinent to the claimed invention. The documents do not disclose 
a method for preparing granules of active substances containing dietary fiber consisting 
of granulating a mixture of active substances and the branched maltodextrins as 
disclosed in instant claim 10. 

Therefore, the claimed invention is still considered novel and patentably distinct. 

3. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74,453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
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been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 06/23/201 0 
has been entered.
